“In designing an autom»bile we 
contend with certain fixed dimen- | 
sions of length, width and height, | 
and certain mechanical factors 
which arise from the nature of the | 
machine. Body designers and art-| 
ists are controlled by these limiting | 
factors. which are irritating some- | 
times, but freakish designs usually | 
result when they are ignored in| 
efforts to create unusual and fan-j; 
tastic lines. 

“Style setting is risky 
You know they'll buv them—while 
you're making them—but will they? 
The suspense is killing, and yet you 
must be either a leader or a fol- 
lower. 
Style won't stay put. A product may 
be beautiful and stylish and yet go 
stale overnight because it is no 
longer the fashion. The _ public 
changes its mind without notice and 
stops calling at your house, appar- 
ently with no reason at all. For 
example, your car is as good today 
as it was yesterday, and probably 
better, and yet your sales suddenly 
commence to drop because the fel- 
low next door has attracted the pub- 
lic eye. 

“So, in conclusion, you must agree 
that the manufacturing business is 
not entirely a bed of roses, because 
the men in charge must not only 
know the business but must be clair- 
voyants as well.”

ECENT cme gp iabor employmet in this country 
show that manufacturing activity is running at a very 

satisfactory pace. This information comes from several 

different sources, so that we are safe in accepting it as 

authentic. a 

In a recent bulletin from the National Association of 
Manufacturers it stated that employment in industrial 
plants this spring is running 8.71 per cent. above the levels 
that held last spring and that 
plants are working at 85.1 per cent. of their labor capacity. 
At the same time the National Industrial Board announces 
that employment in manufacturing industries now is higher 
than it has been at any time since the second quarter of 
1926, the banner year for labor since the war, with every 
indication that the rising tendency is continuing. 

This latter report also shows that the w age scale is now 
higher than at any time in several years. Living costs today 
are estimated as being 61 per cent. higher than in 1914, 
while average weekly money earnings are 122 per 
above the 1914 level and hourly wage scales are 153 per 
cent. above that mark. This means, of course, that the 
average wage earner has greater purchasing power than} 
he had fourteen years ago, since his earnings have 
than doubled and his cost of living has gone up only about 
half that percentage. 

It will not be a surprise to find the automotive industry 
leading all others in the matter of increased employment. 
In the automotive accessory field the increase in labor 
employment is 44 per cent., 
field the increase is 23 per cent. The next classification 
below is that of machinery with a 14 per cent. increase, and 
undoubtedly a considerable part of this can be traced to 
automotive orders. 

It has sometimes happened in the past that the coun- 
try was supposed to be enjoying a period of prosperity, 
yet the labor situation was decidedly unsatisfactory. Pros- 
perity without general employment cannot be soundly

The Rising Toll 


IGURES compiled by the American Automobile Asso- 

ciation covering the year 1928 show very plainly how 
vapidly the tide of taxation on all things automotive is 
rising. It is a serious situation and one that deserves the 
careful consideration of all branches of the industry. 

During 1928 motor vehicle registration in the United 
States increased by 7 per cent. over the levels of 1927. 
During the same period state taxes on motor vehicles 
increased 13 per cent. The average tax on motor 
increased 6.9 per cent. Special taxes collected from owners 
of motor vehicles increased a total of $71,695,842. 
revenue derived from the gasoline taxes levied by 
various states increased 26 per cent. 

Going back a little we find that in 1919 the average tax 
levy on motor vehicles amounted to $8.55. In that year the 
total number of trucks and passenger cars operating was, 
roughly, 7,500,000. The total income derived from motor 
vehicle levies was around $49,750,000. In 1928, 


had risen to $25.24. With about 22,000,000 vehicles in| 
operation we find that the total derived from this class} 
taxation levy was more than $550,000,000. As a matter of | 
fact the estimate places the total at well over $600,000,000. 
It requires no great mathematical genius to see that’ 
the total revenue derived from motor vehicles 
more than 1,000 per cent. in nine years. 

It would require considerable of a genius to say what 
will be the situation nine years hence. At any rate auto- 
motive men cannot but look forward with apprehension. 
If they are wise they will fight now against this rising 
flood of automotive class taxation.

BUILDING PERMITS FOR 
MARCH GAIN 60% OVER 
FEBRUARY OF THIS YEAR 


New York, Apri] 19.—Official re- 
ports of building permits issued in 
582 cities and towns made to S. W. 
Straus & Co. for March, i929, were 
$407,365,423, compared with $254,456.,- 
185 in February, a gain 60 per 
cent, it was announced today. The 


normal gain from February to 
March is 57 per cent., thus tending 
to indicate an upward trend which 
should soon manifest itself in actual 
building activities. Eliminating New 
. York city’s figures the March gain 
over February was 59 per cent., 
which compares with a normal sea- 
sonal] variation of 56.4 per cent. 

In the twenty-five cities of the 
country showing the greatest 
amount of building, the total of 
permits issued in March was $287,- 
627,874, compared with the February 
total of $174.128,635, a gain of 64 
per cent. 

Comparison of the figures for 
March with those of the same 
month last year gives a similar in- 
dication of an upward trend in 
building. In the twenty-five lead- 
ing cities the gain over March, 1928, 
was 18 per cent., and over March, 
1927, 21 percent. In 350 cities the 
gain was 10 per cent. 

Due to local conditions in some 
sections of the country, however, the 
entire list of 582 centers revealed a 
gain over March. 1928. of only 2 
per cent., although it is to be borne 
in mind that last Maren the same 
cities reported a loss of 4 ner cent. 
from the same month in 1927, and 
of 8 per cent. from March. 1926. 
Also. it may be pointed out that 
monthly buildiny permit records. as 
compared with the same months of 
the previous vear. have shown a 
constant. downward trend since July.

BOHN ALUMINUM AND BRASS CORPORATION 
DOPTION of the Nelson Bohnalite aluminum piston by 
a number of the leading passenger car manufacturers 
has resulted in greatly increased business for the Bohn | 
Aluminum and Brass Corporation, which is manufacturing 
this product. 


Largely as the result of the great increase in its automotive sales, | 
net profit in 1928 showed a gain of 168 per cent, over 1927. The net 


income was $3,180,423, or $9.09 per common share, compared to $1,181,606, 
or $3.38 per share, in 1927. Sales in 1928 amounted to $31,797,029, com- | 
pared with $12,565,916 in the year before. 


Operations are continuing at a record pace in the plants of the 
company, and two factories are on day and night shifts. Overtime is 
the order in nearly all departments and a new $250,000 addition to one 
of the plants is under way. April production volume is running 20 per 
cent. over April, 1927, and schedule for the coming months do not 
indicate a let-down during the first half of the year. Among the 
customers are Ford, Chevrolet and Willys-Overland. 


Sales and net income for the first quarter of this year ran approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. above those for the corresponding period of 1928. 
The sales in the first three months amounted to $10,306,882, as compared 
with $8,538,521 last year, and the net income this year was $1,019,753, 
compared to $818,091 in the first quarter of 1928. If this rate continues 
through the year, the net income for 1929 will approximate $4,000,000, 
or more than $11 per share on the common, 

Another factor in the improved operations of the company this year 
is the success of the division which in January began the manufacture 
of aluminum products for automobile body construction. This business 
has grown as follows: January, 60,000 pounds of this material shipped; 
February, 120,000 pounds; March, 420,000 pounds. Present shipments 
indicate the amount will reach 600,000 pounds in April. Demand for Bohn 
bearings is steadily increasing, the business of the current month in this 
division of the corporation being the largest for any single month in the) 
company’s history. 


The Nelson Bohnalite piston is manufactured from a new aluminum 
alloy which has been developed by the Bohn company. It is said to be 
only 65 per cent. as heavy as aluminum. It can be forged and cast, 
the company is this month starting the production of forgings designed 
to replace aluminum and iron where lightness is essential. Its princi- 
pal use in this shape will be in the aircraft industry, into which Bobn 
is launching on a large scale. Sales to the aviation industry in 1928 
amounted to approximately $1,000,000, and will show a great increase 
this year, due to the production of the Bohnalite forgings. While the | 
aviation division is now small, it is expected to become in time one of | 
the most important parts of the company. 


The company was reported to have signed two large contracts near 
the close of 1928. One was with a leading car manufacturer and called | 
for the delivery of $16,000,000 worth of material, while another for $1,000,- 
000 was with a radio manufacturer, 

One of the important developments in 1928 was the acquisition of 
the Michigan Smelting and Refining Company. The deal was closed in 
July, and stockholders ratified issuance of $2,155,696 in ten-year 6 per | 
cent. convertible debentures with which to finance the purchase. At the 
same time the authorized comimon stock was increased from 350,000 to 
375,000 shares, of which 21,557 shares would be reserved for conversion 
of the debentures. Bohn officials announced at the time of the purchase | 
that they believed the Michigan Smelting and Refining Company could 
be made to pay $500,000 a year profit in the first year of operation. 
The Bonn company would effect a saving of $250,000 a year in overhead 
charges as a result of the deal, they sai 


Bohn Aluminum and Brass Corporation was incorporated in 
Michigan in 1924 to acquire the business of the Charles B. Bohn 
Foundry Company, which had been established in 1918, and of the 
General Aluminum and Brass Manufacturing Company, also founded 
in 1918. The new company also acquired the Peninsular Smelting 
and Refining Company and the Machon Pattern and Die Com- 
any, all of whose capital stock was already owned by the Bohn 

oundry. The plants, at which are manufactured aluminum and 

brass castings, including housings, crank cases, transmissions, bronze 
back babbit-lined bearings. brass bushings, bearing gears, etc., are 
located in Detroit. 


The company has no preferred stock, and its common is listed on 
the New York and Detroit Stock exchanges, and is traded in on the New 
York Curb. The New York Stock Exchange listed 371,557 shares this | 
month. The current price is $115 a share, the stock having climbed 
from a low of $33 in 1928. Dividends are being paid regularly at the 
rate of $3 per year. An extra of 50 cents was paid last vear. The rate 
was increased from $1.50 last year. The book value of the common 
stock, as indicated by the balance sheet of December 31, 1928, is $20.47, 
compared with $14. 15 at the close of 1927. |
